The Salvation Army. 

The peculiar religious move- 
ment known ae tbe Salvation 
Army, which is now moving 
over this country, meets with its 
hardships too. Recently a band 
was arrested in Dayton, Ohio, 
and confined in prison cells over 
Sunday ; and hands have been 
repeatedly arrested in other cities 
of the country. The system of 
evangelistic work that they arc 
following has been condemned 
repeatedly by some religious peo- 
ple and the devotees were called 
cranks, yet, they are almost in- 
variably defended by the same 
people when the Army is assail- 
ed by officers of the law. Such 
was the case in Dayton. The 
religious classes and the press 
severely condemned the action 
of the officials in arresting them. 

The worthiness of the move- 
ment we do not propose to dU 
cuss; but there is one practice 
they follow, which, it seems we 
are ashamed to engage in ; and 
that is, to go among the most de- 
graded classes in the cities and 
preach Jesus to them. This they 
do, and' it good is accomplished 
in the name of Christ we must 
not forbid them. 

The movement has developed 
rapidly sinoe its commencement. 
The Army now reports 910 
corps. Of these 639 are in Great 
Britain, 19 on the Continent of 
Europe, 60 in the United States, 
71 in Canada, 14 in India, and 
114 in English Colonies in the 
Southern Hemisphere. The to- 
tal ot officers at home and abroad 
ib 2,832. Thi total income for 
the last year was about $375,000. 
The mercantile operations of the 
Army realized a net profit of 
over 180,000, During the year 
85 new barracks were opened in 
the United Kingdom, including 
a congress halt in Brighton, seat 
ing 3,500,and costing over £7,000 
presented to the Army by two 
residents there. A portion of 
the old gaol at Northampton 
hae been converted into barracks 
aocom modeling 2,300 people. 
The Wear Music Hall, at Sun- 
derland, has been adapted to 
serve the Army's purpose ; and 
out of a legacy of £3,700, be- 
queathed by a Leamington lady, 
barracks- are being erected there 
to accommodate, 1,800. The 
8°th London barrack was open- 
ed in the Borough, and the 40th 
is in the course of erection 
near (be Edgeware Road. It 
will cost £5,060. Major Moore, 
tbe commander in the United 
State?, hurt been recalled but has 
set up an independent movement. 
All critics recognize the great 
administrative ability of General 
Booth, and his honesty of pur- 
pose is practically un impeached. 


The Dedication at Roearltle, 0.

No wonder that God 
smiles upon auch with a radiance 
ot everlasting bliss, and says, 
"Inasmuch aa ye did it unto the 
least of these ye did it unto me."

Hie feet may, here 
in thia hallowed sanctuary, be 
shod with the preparation of the 
gospel of peace. That bread 
which came down from heaven 
will here be ofiered to the Inin- 
gry,'and with joy all are asked 
to #1 raw water from tbe wells ot 
salvation. The captives in sin 
will be liberated by the emanci- 
pating power of Jesus' blood and 
those who are sick may have a 
rich supply of the balm of G i lead; 
eye-salve for the eyes that they 
may see heaven's promises ; mol- 
lifying ointment that the lame 
may not be turned out of the 
way.
